J““joly 

Jesus triumphal entry into Jerusalem on Palm Sunday begins for us the 
celebration of Holy Week, the most solemn week in the Church year. Holy 
Week with the celebration of the "Triduum", the three days. Holy Thursday, 
Good Friday and Holy Saturday is one continuous liturgy. The word Triduum 
comes from two Latin words tres and dies, meaning a space of three days. One 
liturgy spread out over three twenty-four hour periods that stretch over four 
calendar days. Begriming with the celebration of Holy Thursday and ending 
with evening prayer on Easter Sunday. 

I encourage us a community of faith to make every effort to participate as 
fully as we can in the celebration of Triduum, especially the three main 
liturgies. Holy Thursday Mass of the Lord's Supper, Good Friday of the 
Lord's Passion and the Easter Vigil. 

As we prepare for Holy Week, I will be hearing confessions on Wednesday 
evening form 6:30 pm to 8:30 pm and or by appointment. 

May the Lord bless our comings and goings this Triduum as we enter the 
paschal bath of Jesus life, suffering, death and resurrection.
